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NEW POSTAL BILL 


Gist of Measure To Be Pre¬ 
sented by Commission. 


CREATES NEW BOARD OF AP¬ 
PEAL FOR DEPARTMENT. 


GENERAL INVESTIGATION BY 
CONGRESS ADVOCATED. 


CHANGES IN SECOND CLASS. 


Washington. Jan. *27.-The report of 
the Joint Postal GommLGon, author¬ 
ised at the last session of Congress, to 
investigate and report to that body Its 
conclusions on the operation and ef¬ 
fect of the existing law relative to sec- 
ond-olass mall matter, and whit 
changes. If any. should be brought 
about, was made public to-day. The 
commission makes a number of sweep¬ 
ing recommendations looking to a re¬ 
formed postal service, and has draft¬ 
ed a measure embodying such changes 
as It thinks ought to be made. 

Important features advocated are it 
Postal Appeals Commission, to review 
decisions by the Postmaster General, 
and a joint commission of Congress to 
overhaul and Investigate the entire pos¬ 
tal system. 

Among the most Important additions 
to existing laws as regards second-class 
mall matter embodied In the proposed 
measure, are the following: 

A newspaper or oilier periodical n.ay 
bo In pert composed of advertise men.* 
which are permanently inserted in. or at¬ 
tached to the mmo, out such advertise¬ 
ments shall not constitute more than 
fr) per centum of the sup**rtlctui area ‘*1 
any issue of the publication; nor #b*U 
any advertisement be printed on curd, 
cloth or any substance other than paper, 
nor upon paper of any greater weight 
than the text of such publication. 

An Issue of u newspaper or any other 
periodical muy be composed ot parts or 
welkins, but ail such parts or sections 
• hall be mado of the same also, form and 
weight of paper, and shall, when taken 
together, form one complete and ldenti- 
liable wholo. All provisions of law ap¬ 
plicable to a uewsrp.cpv*' or period leal shall 
apply equally to each and every section 
thereof. 

• • • 

May Enclose Supplement. 


With a regular is&uo of a newspaper or 
other periodical, a supplement may Ix- 
lnolosed or folded. 

BuppiejiuMits shall not be primed on 
other substance* thsn paper nor. except 
Sn the case of maps and puns illustrative 
of the text, shall they be of different 
form from the main body of trie publica¬ 
tion. No supplement shall be c<*mpos< d 
of or contain advertisements, but tac 
some shall Ik* ooullned to matter germane 
to Lbs regular issue and supplied in 
ordor to complete matter loft Incomplete 
in the main body' of the publication. 

The second-class rate Is refused to pe¬ 
riodical publications, consisting wholly or 
jnibstiiiit htlly of tic tlon. 

With each Isirue of il newspaper or other 
periodical, the publisher may moll at the 
second-class rale of postage samples of 
such Issoe. but “not to exceed 10 p< r 
centum of the totAl number of the copies 
of each issue mulled by him to art vial 
subeditors, as the same appears by a 
sworn statement of such issue, required to 
bo submitted to the postmaster at the 
office of untiling. 

• • • 

New Body Created. 


A Postal Appeals Commission In the 
Post-office I>epartnient Is to bo provided, 
to consist of Hires members, at least one 
of whom shall bo a person who has had 
actual experience In the conduct of tile 
publishing business, and at least one of 
whom shall be loomed in the Inw and a 
mentber of ten years’ standing of the bar 
of the highest court of some State or 
Territory of the United States or too 
District of Columbia The commission Is 
tv enter upon Its duties July 1 next. 

The object of this commission Is to Al¬ 
low the proprietor or publisher of any 
newspaper or periodical publication, the 
application for the admission of which 
to the second-class of mall matter has 
been denied by the Postmaster General 
to appeal to It and which commission 
shall hear, consider and determine such 
appial. with respect, as well to matters 
of fact as matters of law. 

The Postmaster Genera! Is to have au¬ 
thority to require on opinion of the com¬ 
mission regarding questions of law re¬ 
spiting the classification of all mull 
matter and the right to admission to the 
second-class 

• • • 

Suspension of Privilege®. 


If In the judgment of the Postmaster 
General the class privilege of any publica¬ 
tion should be suspended, revoked or an¬ 
nulled. he must submit the case by ra¬ 
tion or by Information to the commission. 
Publishers and proprietors arc to be 
given due notice of application to the 
commission together with the grounds 
on%rhlch such suspension, annulment or 
revocation It Is thought should be made 
Persons to whom auch notice Is given 
are required to answej- Mich rule, petition 
or application and the commission Is em¬ 
powered to hoar the case and render a 
decision. 

The findings, determination, decision, or 
judgment or the commission on any ap¬ 
peal from a refuel to admit second-class 
publications or for the removal from the 
second-class or the suspension, annul¬ 
ment or revocation of Its second-class 
privilege, shall be AiiaI and conclusive. 
>The const metIqft or application of an> i 
Ikw or statute relating to classification 
of mail matter mnde by the comm sslon I 
shall be controlling on th* post-office and 1 
all Its employes, unless overruled by 
s«'tne competent court of the Uni Jed i 
States. 

Proprietors and publishers of newspa- i 
pers or periodicals may apply to have the 1 
same placed on a register of the post- 
office Department as being entitled to 
second-class rates, such application to be 
verified by the oath of the applicant and 
accompanied by a copy of the newsnaper 
or periodical as well ns a fi»a of $5 Pend- 
fng (In! action »n <n.- application, the- 
Postmaster General !» authored to Is¬ 
sue a temporary permit Tor the trans¬ 
mission of such publication at second- 
class rates. 

Where an article is offered for wile in 
oombtnatlnn with the subscription for a 
newspaper or periodical n.lm tted to the 
second class, the price of such article 
shall be clearly stated in such publica¬ 
tion. together with the price ,,f the pub¬ 
lication and In ail coses the regular ad¬ 
vertised price of the publication 
• • • 

General Investigation, Too. 

The proposed bill provides for the ap¬ 
pointment of a joint commission of 
Congress to Investigate the entire 
poetiU syirtein. 

The commission urgently recommends 
a new weighing, similar to that now in 
progress, but extended to embrace for 
the period of six months, beginning 
July 1. 1907, a weighing of all mall rn ti¬ 
ter transported throughout the entire 
United States, class by claas: a count¬ 
ing of all pieces of mail matter, class 
by daw: a weighing and counting 
combined of the individual ph-e* of 
third, fourth and wrond-clnss matter 
according to its natural subdivision, in 
such manner aa to show m*t mer ly th » 
average weight of a plec* of .« ur h mat¬ 
ter. but the average weight of the In¬ 
dividual pieces according to th.« clari¬ 
fication in respect of ohnra* t. r and 
method of handling the ascertainment 
of the average haul of all clawa of 
matter under each subdivision of tl»*»**«% 
classes, and the a-- ertalnment of the 
average load of railway post-office 
oars, as well as the average load of 
storage cars.

Think Overhauling Needed. 

<*>n»tlnulng the report nuys 

“This commission is In no ■ *d with 
the-views of the Postmaster Gen* ml 
that the whole bustnere system of the 
postal service should hi* examined nnd 
overhauled by a set of expert account¬ 


ants and statisticians to be secured 
from the ranks of those professions 
outside the d»*partmem. 

'*!t is believed this examination can 
best be made through the agency of 
Congreas. The commission realizes that 
this is a task of greet magnitude, but 
It must not be forgotten that great 
interests are at stake. it Involves, 
first of All. the expenditure every* year 
of $175,000,000 of the people’s money. It 
will shortly Involve even more than 
that, for at the rate at which the 
postal service Is growing It will not be 
many years before th* annual expendi¬ 
ture Is $200,000,000 or even $ax>,f0).000. 
The object of this Inquiry is not a tem¬ 
porary or provisional one. It Is an at¬ 
tempt to get that gigantic errterpr.sj 
known as the postal service organised 
once for all on a sound nnd admlstra- 
tlvn basis. It involves e\en more than 
that. It Involves the way i n which the 
burden of that tremendous service la 
to be adjusted between the various 
doss *k and elements of the Immense 
public which makes use of It." 

• • • 

Compensation of Railroads. 

The commission recommends "the 
scheme of progressive reduction of 
compensation for mall carried in ex¬ 
cess of five thousand pounds a day, 
which Is embodied In the accompany¬ 
ing bill. The reduction begins wltn a 
weight In excess of 5,000 pounds. It 
leaves uru )uched the present rate of 
$171 for ihi dally average weight of 
5.LOO pounds for the n-ason that we do 
not believe that density of that degree 
only permits sufficient economies In the 
method^ of transportation to Justify a 
lowered‘compensation. Where the dally 
weight, however, is In excess of 5.0(A) 
pounds, we think that the economies 
above mentioned arc now possible and 
can be Increasingly utilised. The 
scheme of reduction which we recom¬ 
mend Is therefore progressive, begin¬ 
ning with a 5 per cent, reduotkm be¬ 
tween 5.000 pounds and 48.000 pounds, 
and Increasing to 10 per cent, between 
48.000 nnd 80,000 pound*, and thereafter 
at the reduced rate of $18 per ton per 
mile per annum carried, Instead of the 
present rate of $21.37.

The commission points out that there 
are four cardinal defects In the present 
system of charges for second-class mat¬ 
ter a* follows; 

Tho difference between tho second-chit* 
rate and the next higher rate, the third- 
i lus* rate, is too great. In other words, 
the second-class rate i* relatively too low. 

Wholly dissimilar services are performed 
for the same rate. Substantially similar 
service* are charged different rules. 

Concerning the first alleged defect, 
the commission says: 

*The mere fact that the next higher 
rate—that for printed matter— Is H'V per 
cent, greater than the periodical rate, 
creates an almost irresistible tempta¬ 
tion to give all printed matter the 
periodical form. Immense quantities of 
printed matter are put up In periodical 
form for the bald purpose of accom¬ 
plishing its distribution at the cent a 
pound rate." 

It is pointed out that this nbnormal 
disproportion does not exist outside of 
the United States and Canada. 

As a remedy for the disparity be¬ 
tween the receipts and the cost In con¬ 
nection with the tranportatlon of mall, 
the commission suggests that the prac¬ 
tice no longer continues of charging on 
a losing basis the same rate for wholly 
dissimilar services. In this connection 
It Is suggested that the Increment of 
postage for the Increment of weight 
above the first four ounces iihould bo 
one-half cent for each additional four 
uunoes. 

• • • 

One Ruling Disapproved. 

The commission holds with regard to 
fiction matter that the classification 
which puts a complete novel In one 
class and a novel published serially 
In another class Is a falsi* classification. 
With regard to newspapers the com¬ 
mission maintains Lhat the prime de¬ 
fect In the statute defining what con¬ 
stitutes a newspaper Is that the pur¬ 
pose described Is so broad as to Include 
everything and exclude nothing. "With 
the exception of a few Instance*.” it 
says, "where the publication has been 
excluded because the Information was 
deemed not to be public, no periodical 
has ever been classified by the applica¬ 
tion of tests of this kind. Any attempt 
to apply them generally would simply 
end In a preas censorship." 

While admitting that Its recom¬ 
mendations do fiot afford a complete 
and final solution of the problem, the 
commission Is of the opinion that the 
changes recommended will accomplish 
everything that has been claimed for 
them; that they are exceedingly con¬ 
servative and may be put Into opera¬ 
tion without disturbing to any consid¬ 
erable degree the important Interests 
concerned. _

HIS UTTERANCE SIGNIFICANT. 


Washington. Jan. 27—[Special.!— 
President Roosevelt for the first time 
h.t* mnde plain his position regard¬ 
ing railroads He does not Intend, an 
ha* been asserted In certain newspa¬ 
pers of late, to Issue a statement for 
the purpose of reassuring the railroads 
and trusts of the country that have 
become frightened by hi* luitl-corpora¬ 
tion activity. The President wants It 
distinctly understood that he la not 
pursuing or persecuting the railroad*. 

Members of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission have been pressing on the 
attention of the President of late tho 
groat necessity for railroad extension. 
They have told him that the mag¬ 
nates who now control the railroad 
situation, for some reason or other, are 
not disposed to extend their lines. The 
President realizes the seriousness of 
this situation, but he doss not feel 
that he Is any way responsible for It. 
He ha* made It clear that he will not 
permit the power of the Government 
to be used to harass the railroad*. ‘He 
has often vetoed alleged reform move¬ 
ments merely because they bore the 
ear marks of persecution of vested In¬ 
terests. 

"Tho President will not shield a bad 
trust from the law and he will not In¬ 
voke the law to annoy the good trusts." 
Is the way a friend of the President 
put It after & call at the White House. 

To the Oklahoma delegation, which 
called at the White House yesterday. 
Mr Roosevelt said: 

"I have never posed as a particular 
friend of the railroads, but 1 want you 
to coni'ey a message to the framers 
of your constitution. Tell them that If 
they do not take out that clause which 
prevent* the railroad* within the bor¬ 
ders of the Suite from protecting them¬ 
selves. I will do my beat to secure the 
rejection of the Instrument. You may 
take that home with you as a personal 
and official message." 


Republican*, who are classed as ma¬ 
chine i Republicans. are considerably 
wrought up, It Is said, over letters scut 
throughout the State to certain opposition 
leaders announcing that a secret meeting 
Is to be held at the Galt House In * Uu# 
city to-day, The letters are reported to 
be signed by William F. Schuerman. who 
was defeated for Congress In the Sixth 
district last fall by Congressman J. L.

In an 
lnt«rvl«*w In the Courier-Journal, paid his 
respects in unmistakable term* to Rich¬ 
ard P. Ernst, chairman of the Repub¬ 
lican StAte Central Committee. In the in¬ 
terview he charged that he would have 
been elected If Chairman Ernst had done 
his duty and been loyal to the party. It 
! Is said that the same statement la made 
■ Jn the letter sent out calling the c*»n- 
I feronce, to the effect that the Sixth dis¬ 
trict 1* Democrat k: by 5,000 and OiAt 
Sehuerman was only defeated by 565 votes. 
Tin? friend* of Mr, Ernst maintain that 
the reduction In this majority was evi¬ 
dently the result of good work on il»c 
part of all the Republican* In the dis¬ 
trict, including Chairman Ernst.

Not Taken Seriously. 

Chairman Ernst was in Louisville a 
short while Friday, and when told of the 
letter being sent out announcing the se¬ 
cret meeting, said that he thought It 
would not amount to anything. He said 
Unit he thought the Republicans In the 
State were In g»jud shape and that the 
opposition, which was the result of diu- 
apl» tinted office-seeker*, would Anally 
fade away. He did not even take tue 
announced conference seriously. The 
friends of Mr. Ernst denounce the action 
of Mr. Sohuornmn and assert that his 
aotlons since hi* defeat in trying to 
arouse opposition and create dissensions 
in the party show* a bud spirit and will 
only Injure himself.

Rabbi Ste¬ 
phen S. Wise, formerly of Portlqfid, 
Ore., delivered the Aral of a series of 
addresses. He referred to his call to 
occupy the pulpit of a New York syna¬ 
gogue which was not acceptable. h« 
said, because certain restrictions would 
have been put upon him. 

Dr. Wise declared that the suspicion 
that the tplnlstry of both the Christian 
and Jewish religion was controlled and 
owned by the rich, and that the min¬ 
isters there were mere "lackeys of the 
wealthy," was partially at least borne 
out by the conduct of the ministers 
themselves. "The average minister," 
he declared, "Is a tolerated social ne¬ 
cessity, who prefers peace and servility 
to fctrlfe and freedom. 

"Even if the Jews would not observe 
this Sabba/th it would still be the duty 
of this synagogue to proclaim the mes¬ 
sage to them on the one day In the 
week wiien It is posslblp to reach them. 
If we must sacrifice the form of the 
Sabbath we will conserve Its sub¬ 
stance."_ _ _

forecaster, the rapid full of the river 
Will not lie stayed. 

With the probable drop of the river 
by this morning to below the "danger," 
or "Hood" line, merchants and shipper# 
along the water front will make prep¬ 
arations to resume their busline, and 
residents of Shlpplngport and the 
"Point," the sections most seriously af¬ 
fected by the flood, will b* k gin the work 
of repairing and rehabilitating their 
dwellings and business pigees prior to 
their reoccupancy of the same. With 
the water in the canal below the danger 
line the "Point" praoUcully will t»e fre * 
of the flood except In gullies anl low- 
places where pools of water or Ice 
probably will 9ti«nd for day* to come. 

But a general Idea of the damage that 
Louisville ha* sustained from the flood, 
can be gleaned. The l o s ses to shippers, 
railroads, merchants, factories, str-om- 
boat companies, families and time of 
person* thrown temporarily out of 
employment, will take weeks to com¬ 
pute. It Is almost a certainty that the 
railroads ami merchant* conducting 
business In the vlrinky of the "Point” 
are the heaviest losers by the Inunda¬ 
tion, outshlf of Individual families liv¬ 
ing In that section.

A w-eek ago yesterday the river

of the exorbitant prices charged by 
movers. 

"I hud all my furniture and clothing 
packed, but could not move It bvciiuse 
the nun-era wanted $8 and $10 ;» load,” 
said one of the flood sufferers to Mrs. 
Susan Warner, president of the Louls- 
vllle Flower Mission, wiien she was 
asked why she did not heed the warn¬ 
ing given her and move out In time. 
"So all I could do was to wait until 
the flood w-na on me." 

Many of the flood sufferers have been 
housed and well provided for at several 
schoolhouses, but others have removed 
I to the second floors of unoccupied barns 
I or have sought refuge In cold, barren 
houses In vnch room of which a family 
of six or eight members live. In some 
cases families have been taken In by 
I their more fortunate neighbors, who 
i were compelled to move no further 
than the second stories of their homes. 
It Is especially th*-se people that the 
charity organizntlons wish to help.

Washington, Jnn. 27.—That never 
before In the hlBtory of the United. 
States commerco with Cubu was the > 
export trade of thir country to that 
Island no great a* during the past cal¬ 
endar year, and that at the same time 
American importations from that re¬ 
public fell considerably below that of 
the preceding year, was brought out In 
a statement Issued by the Bureau of i 
Statistics of the Department of Com¬ 
merce and Labor to-day. Total exports , 
from this country to Cuba w'ere $46.- 
491.944. or over $2,000,000 above 1995 . 
exportations. Importations from Cuba 
were $S5.055.295. a falling off of $10.- I 
000.000 compured with 1905. The mnrk- 
ed decline In American Importations 
from the Island Is attributed to the re¬ 
duction in the price of sugar.

On 
Monday there was a good recovery from 
the declines of the preceding week. Dur¬ 
ing the remainder of the week there were 
alternate periods of strength and weak¬ 
ness, while the trading was almost en¬ 
tirely professional. *A feature of the 
week was the court decision rendered 
Wednesday continuing the tempotAry In¬ 
junction against the new stock Issue of 
the Great Northern. At first tho nows of 
the decision weakened the I11II stocks, 
but they met with good support and mi¬ 
lled In fair shape. Tho pressing needs 
of railroads and corporations for funds 
with which to make extensions nnd bet¬ 
terment* were accentuated by the an- 
nounceemnt of soveral Issues of short¬ 
term notea yielding from 5»© to per 
cent, to purchasers. The Southern Rail¬ 
way Issued >15.000.000. the New York 
Central and two of Its underlying proper¬ 
ties made public their Intentions of Issu¬ 
ing 850.000.000. and there were rumors of 
Similar transactions by various compa¬ 
nies. There was further improvement in 
the monetary situation. The Imperial 
Bank of Germany reduced Its discount 
rate from 7 to 6 per cent.; the Rank of 
England's weekly return showed that ttf 
proportion of reserve to liability luid in¬ 
creased from 45.30 per cent, to 48.81 per 
cent., which compares with a decline from 
427* pet cenL to 41 per cent. In the cor¬ 
responding week lost year. and. although 
the weekly exhibit of the New York 
banks showed n decline In surplus re¬ 
serves. due to th6 shifting of securities 
from London and the preparations to re¬ 
turn funds put out by Secretary Shaw 
to aid the recent severe stringency, it 
was not regarded aa altogether unfavor¬ 
able.

Particu¬ 
larly *<» since U does not seem that their 
card was prompted by u desire to help 
Dr Detwoller. 

•The special fH»lnl they mako in regard 
to him 1* that although he had been bap¬ 
tized b» a Baptist minister In the North- 
west, nc yet nupplled the pulpit of a 
Lutheran church without Informing them 
In regard to his baptism 
”lt I** freely admitted that If being o 
Baptist wore a bar to a man's supplying 
a Lutheran (or other non-Baptist) pulpit, 
and that If Dr. Detweller hnd been a 
Baptist and concenled the fact In order 
to serve the church as supply. In such 
case he would have acted wrongly am! 
his conduct could not be Justified. But 
there are two thing* Hurl need to be 
said. 

"I* bring a Baptist a bar to a man's 
supplying *a Lutheran, 'Or other non- 
Haptlsi pulpit* When the pulpit of the 
First English Lutheran church, which 
Dr Waltz now Is ably tilling, wo* vacant, 
Baptists wen- secured to supply that pul. 
pit. When the College-street Presbyte¬ 
rian pulpit was vacant, Dr. Broadu*. a 
full-fledged Baptist, was secured a* sup¬ 
ply. Thus It appears that being u Baptist 
Is no bar to a man # supplying the pul¬ 
pit of a Lutheran, or other non-Bmplist 
church flo the implied charge against 
Pr Detweller fnll« to the ground. Of 
nourae the distinction between supply 
and pastor should be borne In mind.

Be¬ 
fore tho country was crossed with eo 
many railroads they often terminated at 
a steamboat landing. 

After the railroads began to penetrate 
In all directions frequently mail llnea on 
boats w*r© discontinued and all points 
on. tlie river reached by a Star Route In 
some planner or other. Now tho aim of 
the Government Is to accommodate the 
patrons of the post-office In th© country 
with the mail at their doors instead off 
forcing them to go to some crosa-roada.

Gild/- But alnce 
then this good three-year-old has lost 
caste, and It is almost certain that this 
firm will have to find another candidate 
In their string of youngsters for the 
event 

It Is the consensus of opinion that Olid, 
before he broke down from the strenuous 
campaign to which he has been subjected, 
was far and aargy the beat youngster seen 
here in year*. In his numerous races he 
clearly demonstrated that he could go a 
route with weight. In many of the races 
be won he wax asked to pick up and con- 
coed weight to older and more seasoned 
horses, and this he accomplished in a 
manner which marked him as more than 
a likely Derby winner. But the campaign 
throughout the winter has told hard upon 
him. and It Is a question as to whether he 
can be rounded Into forjn in time for the 
big classic. 

The youngster thAt is now occupying 
the center of the limelight is Jake Hark- 
Jein's Beau Brummel.

Having absolute power In regard to the 
Saratoga steeplechase course and ready to 
lend his aid and counsel at all times In 
regard to the construction and improve¬ 
ment of -courses.

Whether or not any of this credit 
belongs to the rules of the game Is an 
open question, but the prosperity end of 
it cannot lie denied. 

Without making any radical changes, 
however, the Rule* UomnrttDe can Im¬ 
prove matters* a bit by smoothing out 
ctjvernl rough spots in the code of to-day. 
There I* one palpable Inconsistency re¬ 
sulting from former amendments of one 
rule without changing unother to corre¬ 
spond. It Is the Intent of the rule* and 
the practice of oil profcRSional league* to 
trout a foul Up which i* caught by the 
catcher a* a "strike** pure and simple, 
and not In any sense of the word a 
'•foul." Consequently baserunners can 
advance or be put out on *uch a strike 
is If the bail had been missed entirely 
by the botsman. 

But the first section under the rule 
which spccUhwi when a baserunner must 
return to the base from which he started 
<lo so on a ftnfi tip. *as 
defined in rule 46." The rulo rvf»-rreJ to 
defines a foul tip h* a batted ball which 
goe® sharp ami dlpect from the bat to 
the catcher's hands and Is b gaily 
caught."

Some have 
gone so far as to argue that a runner 
could ba retired on a foul tip by throwing 
the ball to the base which he hod left, 
the same as when a foul fiy 1* caught. 

The apparent conflict is a result of 
changing the definition of a foul tip with¬ 
out also revising the rule regard ng re¬ 
turning to base*. The remedy Is easy, 
and. while unnecessary from the stand¬ 
point of the big leaguer, who know* how 
the rule* are Interpreted. It Is dewirable 
to make the rule* as plain os possible 
for the man)' thousands of amateur* who 
play under them. 

There is another conflict In the rule re¬ 
garding overrunning first base In which 
the letter of the rule and It* Interpreta¬ 
tion are at variance. nrid this, too, could 
he remedied with a slight change In the 
wording. 

One slight modification of the rules 
which has appeared to every one to 
whom It has been suggested, with the ex¬ 
ception of the umpires, has to do with 
tho much-discussed and mauled foul 
strike rule. It Is an Injustice to a bats¬ 
man to have n strike csJIed on him when. 
In dodging a wild pitch, his bat accident¬ 
ally touches the ball and tips It foul. 
This Is the right decision, according to 
the rules, but there Is little senoe In It. 
f«»r the player makes no Attempt to hit 
the boll and Is not fooled In any way by 
the pitcher, but simply I* unable to get

T HE two big intercollegiate regattas 
of tho year will be held within a 
day of each other. The Pough¬ 
keepsie regatta will be held at 
New London. Ct.. on June 27. The stew¬ 
ards of the Poughkeepsie regatta selected 
tho date they did because th© tide* will 
be favorable late in the afternoon of this 
day. w hen It Is desired to row. The last 
Thursday iti Juno is a fixed date for th© 
Harvard-Yale race, for these institutions 
pay no attention to the condition of the 
titles. This regatta Is a part of their com- 
m* nceimnt programme, and they are 
willing to row in th© morning, as early 
a* 8 o’clock. If this hour Is necessary on 
account of the tide. 

Harvard UniveaUty has mapped out the 
mo*<t nmldtlou* rowing campaign m ber 
history. Beside* furnishing crews for the 
American regatta at Philadelphia on May 
25 and the New London regatta, a month 
later, the Crimson will have two other 
races. These will he with Cornell at 
Ithaca on Memorial Day. and with Colum¬ 
bia at CumbrUlge. on a date to be an¬ 
nounced later. 

Thai Harvard should undertake to have 
*o many races in a single season Is quite 
unexpected In view of the repressive 
measures applied to athletics there of 
late. The mo*t unusual part of Harvard's 
programme Is her unwillingness to row 
Cornell on I^iko Cayuga, though this is 
only fair in view of Cornell*® two suc¬ 
cessive Journo* to Cambridge. Harvard 
is apparently willing to assist Cornell In 
having a big regatta at Ithaca each year 
on Memurlui Dny. The 'varsity eights of 
these two universities will row at Ithaca 
and Cambridge in altemnte years and 
Corned will have her own Junior college 
regatta at Ithaca the odd year.' This ar¬ 
rangement of regattas Is the most satis¬ 
factory of any heretofore attempted 
While Harvard is showing a willingness 
to brunch out and row ufpiiust the college 
crew® which compete annually at Pough¬ 
keepsie Yale keeping strictly to her¬ 
self.

Although the executive committee of the 
Inter collegiate A. A. A A last week 
voted to recommend that the coming 
championships b© held at Cambridge, 
thertyls no certainty thAt t*i© association 
at lts annual meeting on February 23 will 
vote to <k> this. Tlier© la a very general 
misconception as to the powers of the 
executive committee on this point. The 
constitutton of the association provides 
that all the detail* of the annual meet are 
to be arranged by the executive com¬ 
mittee which takes office Immediately 
after the annual election In February. The 
present committee, which arranged th© 
lost meeting, has no power to pasi on this 
matter and can do nothing but recom¬ 
mend. It will he recalled (hat two years 
ago the old executive committee recom¬ 
mended that the games be awarded to 
Harvard, but the new committee Ignored 
this and awarded them to Pennsylvania 
And it is not impossible, though hardly 
likely now. that history may repeat Itself. 

There Is good reason to believe that the 
association at Its annual meeting will vote 
to exclude all freshman athletes from 
competition at the Intercollegiate cham¬ 
pionship*. Th© leading universities of the 
East, with the exception of Columbia, bar 
f freshmen of their ow*n accord, but there 
are few of the minor college* which aro 
willing to do tills. This rule will bc*r 
hardest on coll#w©s like Dartmouth and 
Amherst, which have very strong teams, 
but steadfastly refuse to adopt the eligi¬ 
bility codes of their stronger rivals. The 
iissorlatlon feels that for some of, the 
members to have the freshmun rule and 
other* to Ignore It merely add* Incehtlve* 
to the offering of Inducements to star 
schoolboy athletes. 


OLD SPORT TALKS 

OF EXPERIENCES 


There have been few things more pu*- 
xllng to Eastern college men than to fol¬ 
low the devious wandering* of the pro¬ 
fessor* who rule athletic© In the Western 
Intercollegiate Conference Association, 
better known as the Big Nine One year 
ago the Westerners astounded the lnu»r- 
coll©gl<ite world by posing legislation 
which reduced nJI football schedule* to 
fiv© game* each, limited an athlete'* 
ehgtUUty to three yeara, nliollshed ail 
training tables and In general passed law* 
calcuUiN-d to cans*' as much discomfort 
to athletes a* ponsiNUv A month ago the 
same men convened again and decided to 
modify their rule© by extending »* foot¬ 
ball sohedul* to seven games and grunted 
several other Important concessions. Th* 
athletic legislator* went home, well 
pleased with their work, but to their 
chagrin they discovered thnt their con- 
mnovs w*r© not satisfactory to the fac¬ 
ulties they represent<*d 

Til©re were exceptions to this, for 
Michigan and Chicago approved the n«*w 
rule® in toto. Wisconsin and Illinois were 
the first to kick over the traces, both be¬ 
ing oppos'd to seven football games. 
They received recruits, and when the sec¬ 
ond meeting wfb onlh'd It was evident, 
even without a vote being taken, that th© 
principal concession© mad* at the pre¬ 
vious meeting would b«* killed. 

Now Michigan. In parth'ifinr. threatens 
to withdraw from the conference, and a 
good many p«T<a>ns familiar with the sit¬ 
uation sympathise very Ftrongly with the 
Wolverine* A study of the vote* cast nt 
the luat meeting show* that the most 
inKignlib am college* in tiie conference 
Were Live ones which were responsibly for 
the killing of all r >r>>*•>**ions. Those wer* 
Northwestern, which bn* practically 
withdrown from all Intercollegiate Ath¬ 
letics; Wisconsin, almost as bad in this 
r^sp'^t; Purdue, seldom a factor In ;my 
athletic meet, while Indiana. Iowa. Ill- 
Innt* and Wisconsin voted nguinst ©nougn 
of the new rute* completely to tie the 
hands of Chicago and Michigan, the only 
universities that stood by th© legislation 
of the previous meet ing.

Hands Tied By Northwestern. 

Michigan and Chicago are particularly 
wroth that their hand* should he tied ab¬ 
solutely by a college like Northwestern, 
which, while a member uf the Intercol¬ 
legiate Association, ink*llrth» or no nsri 
In any form of sport.

Man Who Has Handled Dogs 
For Forty Years Still 
Loves Canines. 


S PORTS may come and spoYts may 
go, but some go on almost for¬ 
ever. This was exemplified yes¬ 
terday. when an old man. de¬ 
crepit, gray, but not tottering, arrived 
in the city from the Interior of Indiana 
and told hls story to a crowd of men 
who are not as old os he and certain¬ 
ty not os wise. 

The man referred to is Lycurgus 
Bowser, who likes hls name spelled plain 
L. Bowser, or, as he has been familiarly 
known for nearly half a century In 
sporting circles, "The Old Mon." 

Mr. Bowser came here for a purpose, 
and In certain clam©* hls arrival was 
greeted with as much attention as If Jim 
Corbett. Bob Fltxsimmons, "Nap" La- 
jote or Bob Tucker had reached the ctty f 
Mr. Bowser is the most expert trainer 
and handler of dog* In America to-day. 
This has become a gentleman's sport all 
over this country, ns well as Europe, 
and this old man. who Is sixty-two years 
of age. Is touring the country for the 
purpose of absorbing local color. In order 
to writ© a book on the fighting bull ter¬ 
rier. He has handled fighting dogs os 
well as pointers, setters, collies and 
what-not throughout his active life, and 
now in hls old age he lias conceived the 
Idea of putting hls experiences together 
on printed pages, so that others can 
benefit by what h© hus seen and known. 

Mr. Bowser visited the Tamed plt-ter- 
rler kennels of Rub©l A Treanor, and 
looked over their dogs. Then he went 
to the various kennels of toy and oth* 
spaniels, and after talking to their own- 
oy», left last night for the South to In¬ 
spect various dogs which have won re¬ 
nown on field, track and In show**. 

"I love tho dog." said Mr. Bowser be¬ 
fore he left, "and while I have laid up 
my share of what this world affords, 

I believe that I have had enough expe¬ 
rience with all kinds of dogs, which, tf 
put In print, will Interest a majority 
of people In this country, because there 
are comparatively Tew people who do 
not love a dog. Understand. 1 will not 
• 'barge anything for the l*>qk. Tor l , 
have enough to live on respectably for , 
tho rest of my life, but I think that this 
book will do good to hundreds of mv 
friends whom I have accumulated all 
over the country- 

"I have been in the dog business, or. 
rather. Interested in dogs, over forty 
years, and have grown gray in the 
•wrvtcc. and 1 believe that the dog Is u 
truer, more faithful friend of tnun than 
the horse l know I should not say this 
In Kentucky, where th© horse la king, but 
my horn© t* in Montpelier, Ind.. and the 
folk* tl»er© have become firmly con¬ 
vinced that I am rl*»ht. by the acts of 
heroism and braver)* which dogs they 
have known hav© performed. 

"Yes. sir. the dog Is man's best 
friend, and sooner or later the Amer¬ 
ican poople Will come to see m*- way. Of 
court!©. 1 realise that 1 nm weak on 
dog*, but If there le a man or woman 
with h speck of Interest In dumb brutes 
who <i<»es not love a dog. 1 can’t under¬ 
stand the feeling I expect to travel 
Ucveral hundred miles looking for dog I 
stories, ami when this book comes out 1 I 
think It will Interest not a few people/* J 


S OMEBODY asked Thomas Sharkey 
at tho McGovern benefit the other 
night what he thought of ths 
present crop of heavyweight pugi¬ 
lists.

, dozen rounds—provided, of course, the 
little fellow stood up and took hls medi¬ 
cine. 

"For that matter, do not be at all sur¬ 
prised If O'Brien beats Burns the next 
time they meet, for the reason that, from 
*~hat I have heard, O’Brien dkl not try 
very hard when he mixed It up with 
Burns last Thanksgiving day. Jeffries to¬ 
day is the greatest fighter the world has 
ever seen. He gave me a terrible beating 
when we met at Coney Island some year* 
ago. yet l fully believe that the worst I 
was entitled to was & draw. At that l 
put up the best light of ray career on 
that occasion, yet 1 found that the big 
fellow was a giant in strength os well 
us a wizard In ring generalship and sci¬ 
ence. I would like to bet thAt Jeffries, 

If such a contest could be arranged, 
would put both O'Brien and Burns away 
In the same ring in one evening. They 
would be p4© fur him."

Smith never thought of drawing the color 
line snd was always ready to fight any 
man who challenged him. Mellody la fol¬ 
lowing the same policy. He is fighting his 
way to the top of the heap and some day 
he may tick© on Joe Gans. w'bo may have 
to go after the best welterweight before 
lung Boston produced both Walcott and 
Smith, th© best welters that have been 
seen In the ring In many years, and now 
comes Mellody. ttieo representing Bean- 
town In tho fistic world.

But when the new year came, with 
the many milllona of interest and dlv- 
idende collected by Investor*, and no 
signs of reinvest ments of same In 
stocks and bonds l>eeame visible, spec¬ 
ulative circles, especially pools, lost 
heart and began to unload. Kurope, 
which has shared sanguine hqpcs for 
our security market, became scared 
over the unsavory revelations of Aifl*V 
lcan railway financiering. also got sick 
of carrying stocks, and decided to get 
out of the market. This explains to a 
certain extent the slump In stocks dur¬ 
ing January. 

The knowledge that our railroads w ill 
have to raise many additional millions 
for construction and equipment acted 
also os a restraining speculative force. 
Under these circumstance*. It will do 
best for the stock mark* t to take a rest 
cure until the situation begins to clear 
up. Wild speculation b/is never done 
much good to a country, although it 
may benefit the gambling element, if 
the stock markej becomes for a tlrm* 
only the battleground between bulls 
and bears that make a living by put¬ 
ting prices up and down and the Mg 
Interests, whose attitude deoides stock 
market campaigns, lay low; the secur¬ 
ity market will become steady and in¬ 
viting. Temporary excesses, however, 
will lead to a further collapse.

nod have accumulated big surpluses, 
purts of which they may be Inclined to 
turn Into railroads bonds In order to 
secure good contracts for cars and eu- 
glnes. 


The suit of the Attorney General of 
Minnesota to enjoin the Great Northern 
railway from issuing $60,000,000 new 
stock until It has baen shown to tho 
State authorities whether this new cap¬ 
ital is necessary, and, if n^essitry. 
how it will be usod. has so far led to 
a temporary Injunotton. The St Ate 
court In Minnesota. In granting dhe In¬ 
junction, declared that a new stock 
lf*uo by a railroad Is a matter of pub¬ 
lic concern, and tho State hus a right tn 
insist that when sut-h a corporation 
Increase* Its stock there shall be value 
bidiInd such stock. This decision will 
probably leid to simitar actions In other 
States whose railroad*, are trying to 
issue new securities, it Is a vigorous 
assertion of State rights and may pre¬ 
vent the watering of stocks of rail¬ 
roads. Watered stocks have always 
been the bane of our corpora lions.

SOME WORK DONE IN WAYNE. 


Lexington. Ky., Jan. 27.—(Special.]— 
The first month of tho new year In tho 
larger oil Held* of Kentucky promises 
a light showing, both as to the number 
of wells completed and the average 
production of those that escape the 
dunter list. Few developments in the 
other producing areas are showing 
strikes of sufficient caliber to greatly 
encourage new development work, light 
producers being the rule. This Is the 
season of bad roads and a consequent 
greater cost of drilling, and operations 
are not being marked by any grant de¬ 
gree of vigor in any of the Helds of 
the State. In two or throe fields that 
have made poor showings. Interest has 
lately been revived by the appearance 
of strikes that have resulted from wild¬ 
cat drilling, and In these districts some 
encouragement has been lent to the 
situation. 

In the principal fields of Kentucky, 
comprising Wit yne county, In lower 
Kentucky, and Wolfe county. In upper 
Kentucky, operator* as a rule are 
awaiting the spring season before ex¬ 
tending the scope of operations. Most 
of the rigs now nt work In these dis¬ 
trict# are well within lines of produc¬ 
tion. In Wayne county drilling is un¬ 
der way In the Steunensvllle, Parm- 
leysvllle. Finking. Cooper, Bllckford 
and F.Jk Spring Volley. During the 
lost few weeks a llttlo extonded work 
hns been under way In the Klk Spring 
volley, where the appearance of some 
wlld-cat strikes started an era of drill¬ 
ing. The Sinking district of Wayne Is 
a comparatively new development and 
Is perhaps the center of drilliug In 
Wayne county.

CONCESSIONS REFUSED AFTER 
TWO CONFERENCES. 


MARKET CONTINUES STRONG. 


Railroad Investigation:!. 


W 3 II street I* anxiously awaiting the 
reconvening of the Interstate Com¬ 
merce Commission for the continuation | 
of the Inveetltfatlon of th€* Harrlman 
lines. While gossip has It that further 
scandalous revelations will come to 
light, the Harrlman and Standard Oil 
Interests declare that further Investiga¬ 
tions will enable them to satisfactorily 
explAln even what unpleasant things 
that have so far been brought to light. 
Let us hope tnat they will make their 
claims good. It will help railroad finan¬ 
ciering and dispel distrust. 

Tho speculative element, always rest¬ 
less and aggm53ivc. has suddenly 
turned from stocks to grain. It has 
found that wheat is selling too low and 
that conditions nnd prospects Justify 
higher price*. They have tnken the 
wheat market In hand and are boom¬ 
ing it. During the last few weeks the 
wheat market has been sold by beats 
almost to a standstill, and this tnrgr 
short Interest has now been treated to 
quite a surprise. The wheat exports 
are assuming large proportions, while 
the weather *0 far has not boon very 
favorable to the next crop. From 
Europe come* news of fields unprotect¬ 
ed by snow The wheat bulls see In 
all this their long-walted-for oppor¬ 
tunity to raise prices. The next few 
weeks promise to bring active and live-, 
ty cereal markets at advancing price*. ! 
The action of the European grain mar¬ 
kets is niso Inspiring ppociilatlon wltfi 
the conviction that there Is money on 
the long side of the wh»*at mnrk«'t.

Birmingham. Ala.. Jati. 27.—[Special.] 
—The traffic managers of the iron-car¬ 
rying railroads of. the South have final¬ 
ly determined to put Into effect, Feb¬ 
ruary 1, the advance of twenty-five 
cents per ton on Southern pig iron to 
all points. This decision was reached 
at a conference which has Just been 
concluded at PaJm Beach, Fla., where 
tha leading Southern Iron manufactur¬ 
ers met the railroad men. 

At a previous conference the matter 
w'os considered, but the railroad man¬ 
agers replied that while they could not 
make any concessions dn Iron that had 
been sold and not moved from lack of ; 
cars, they would make a powerful ef¬ 
fort to have ail such iron shipped by 
the time the higher rate became effec¬ 
tive. and that If any was- left on the 
yards the amount would not be large. I 
The railroads then proceeded to the 
execution of this programme, and made' 
very fair headway, but a week or more 
ago It become apparent that the task 
was too large for accomplishment, and 
that something like 30.000 to 40.000 tons 
of iron w hich had been sold *Aul would 
be entitled to the present freight rate 
would still be left on the yards when 
tho first of the month arrived. 


The only work of lnteresi in Wolfe 
county Is centered around the Camp- 
ton pool. A gradually widening pool Is 
trelng developed there. Recently a lit¬ 
tle work was started toward the 
Breathltt-county line. In lower Wolfe 
county. A large acreage is held In that 
neettou, but most of the operators who 
have holdings are awaiting better 
weather bofore making extensive tests. 

The attention of low'er Kentucky op¬ 
erators has recently been attracted to 
Cumberland county, one of th»> oldest 
fields of tho Slate. Renewed drilling is 
now under way. after & period of Idle¬ 
ness extending over n year, and deep 
drilling Is expected to restore tho old- 
time ptvstlgv of the county In oil pro¬ 
duction. In the adjoining ctunty of 
Clinton, now in the wlld-cat stage of 
development, a little puncturing is un- 
def w •>. Wild-cat work In upper Ken¬ 
tucky Is creating more Interest In Scott 
county than In any other field. Twro 
rigs are now engaged In test drilling in 
that county and others will be started.

The stock* of these equip¬ 
ment companies are liable to attract 
speculative Interest in the near future. 
The general public has always exhibited 
& fancy for this Clara of securities. 
.Which have been neglected of lute. 

Large block* of low-priced rails and 
Industrial* trave recently been thrown 
on the market by holders who have lost 
the patience to wait for bettt-r days 
and have become distrustful of the fu¬ 
ture. This accounts for the liquidation 
In stocks like Allis Chrdmers. American 
Linseed. Central Leather. Chicago 
Great Weatorn. Erie. Southern Railway. 
Rock Island. International Paper. Wa¬ 
bash. Texas Pacific, etc. Tin owners 
of these stock? evidently reason that 
if these irtocks did not go on a dividend 
basis nfter a number of good year*, 
they will remain dead and unprofitable 
investments for some time to come, and 
are liable to experience a further drop 
In price, should a real reaction set in.

Mr. Craig was thirty-eight years of age, 
and was a native of Davie*# county. . 
where his father. Robert Cr.tlg. Is a 
prominent farmer. He resided in lx>* ls- 
ville during the last flfte. n months, but 
prior to rbat tUne he wan connected »l h 
the Third National Bank of Bt. Lou!* M . 
Craig wit* a bookk**e;#r In the emp.«>y 
of the Third N<ttl<>unl Bank of L.ub- 
ville, and, with his wife ami one son. re¬ 
sided in the Watkins apartments. 

Beside* his wife nnd clfild Mr. Craig; 
I* survived by tiis parent*. Mr and Mt*. 
Robert Craig, and seven*.! brother# and 
#l*ter*. They are Pn>C Hardin Cr»lt of 
Rrineeton University/, Prof Wl.ltam 
Craig, prlnrljml of a high school of Crip¬ 
ple Creek. Col.; Mr*. Hunter !MI. of Ow¬ 
ensboro; Mrs. Lurkin Grinin, of Hanf >r<l. 
nnd Mira Ague* Craig and Ml** Cather¬ 
ine Craig, of Owerodioro.

It was then that a second conference 
was had with the railroad men, with a 
view to having th# time for the advance 
to take effect deferred two weeks or a 
month.

It Is claimed that iron sold as for back 
ns November will have to bear this ad¬ 
ditional charge, because the railroads 
have been unable from lack of cars and 
motive power to move/ JL The Irun- 
mnkerK.are not nt all pleased with the 
decision of the traffic chiefs, asserting 
that It Is unfair to make them pay an 
advanced rate when the fault Is not 
theirs that the iron has not been 
moved. 

Tho Southern iron market rontlnuea 
strong and active, with the demand as 
marked os ever. Sales for delivery after 
July I are being mod- on a heavy scale. 
The minimum for No. 2 foundry Iron 
for the second half of the year Is 615 
per ton. which Is Just $7.50 more than 
spot iron commanded six month# ago. 
This gives nn idea of the* present boom 
In prices. Spot Iron nt this time Is 
quoted nt $23.t>0 to $27* per ton for No. 
2 foundry. This pries holds for de¬ 
livery at any time prior to April L 
However, there Is no spot Iron to be 
bad.

Strikes Inst week were confined to 
tho main developments, Wayne nnd 
Wolf© counties, each field being credit¬ 
ed with four producers. No completion 
Of large caliber was reported la«* week, 
the aggregate production of the field 
registering 200 barrels. The total runs 
of the field are showing no appreciable 
decline, a weekly production ranging 
from 16,000 to 17,000 barrels being reg¬ 
istered during January- This Is about 
3.000 barrels less than the average 
showing last summer, but the maxi¬ 
mum production of wells cannot be 
brought out In cold weather. 

The two grades of Kentucky oil com¬ 
mand eighty-five and fifty-five cents, 
respectively. In the Standard Oil Com¬ 
pany's market. An Eastern firm has 
had a representative In the Inferior- 
grade oil field lately and it inay be that 
the cheaper off will be tried for fuel 
purposes. This product Is confined to 
the Bath-Rowan development. The 
chenpcr oil whs formerly developed In 
large quantities In Knox county, but 
the sand# In which It was found were 
drained and failed to produce after a 
year's pumping. The Bath-Rowan waUs 
have proven more permanent and con¬ 
tinue to produce a large amount of oil.

Payne & Joubcrt recently 
secured from New Orleans a contract 
for 760.000 pounds of •mgarhouse ms-- 
chlnery. which will be made At the 
East Birmingham foundry of that com¬ 
pany. Th# contract represents a value 
of 6100,000. A number of other good 
contracts have also been placed. 

The steol trade continue* very active. 
The output at the min* in this district 
has been sold for the entire year. The 
same Is true of the steel rail mill at 
Exisley, and rnn#t of the smaller plants 
which turn out oteel products, such ns 
wire, rods and noils.

Toledo, Jan. 26.—[Special.]—To the 
cold weadher is due the shutting down 
of many of the producing wells In the 
Trenton Limestone field of Indiana and 
Ohio. Following the heavy rains came 
the cold wave, and pipe# are so frozen 
that many of the well* will be closed 
down until spring. The scarcity of gas 
In the two state* rnemioued is another 
draw back, and the purchase of coal or 
the ttec of crude oil fur fuel makes tha 
production rather expensive. The name 
results aiv being met with In the more 
eastern fields of Southeastern Ohio, 
Southern New* York. Pennsylvania and 
West Virginia, as far as the freezing up 
of the pipe® are concerned, but In those 
fields there Is still plenty of gas for 
fuel purposes. In the coming Southern 
field of Kentucky the weather condi¬ 
tions are so bad that but little work 
of any nature Is under way. 

The murket for petroleum was with¬ 
out change at the close of the w*eek. 
All grades of crude and refined oils 
were steady, and prices were firmly 
held at the former level. All descrip¬ 
tions were Influenced by poor field con¬ 
ditions, and while the demand wa® not 
heavy, supplies were only about equal 
to withdrawals from store. H»gher 
prices are l»x>k«d for, rather than ?h« 
reverse. Poor field conditions are the 
principal factors In sustaining the mar¬ 
ket. The demand for crude oils has 
been light, but th« amount of oil go¬ 
ing Into storage han been well below the 
average, on account of light wells and 
o lack of activity in the producing dis¬ 
trict*.

Bristol. Twin., Jan. 27.—[Special.]— 
The Norfolk and Western Railway 
Company, now reconstructing and dou¬ 
ble tracking on a largo scaio in Vir¬ 
ginia aod West Virginia has lot the con¬ 
tract for six tunnels in West Virginia, 
w hich are to bo driven os a means of 
bottering Ihe grade of tho road through 
the mountains of that Btate. Tho con- 
tram price for this work la 63.000.000. 
The six tunnel* aggregate 0.100 feck In 
length, and it will require three years 
to complete the work. 

After adding thirty newr locomotives 
to Its supply last year, the company 
recently gave orders for twenty-five 
more. It oJho h&s contracted for the 
construction of a thousand freight cars 
In addition to &00 that are being built 
in Its own shop* at Roanoke. Vo- As 
anon as this lot of 500 Is completed, 
the compauy will begin the construc¬ 
tion of a thousand more in It# own 
shops. Notwithstanding ail this work 
of relief, representative of tho com- 
pany say that the business is growing 
so rapidly that they doubt If all that 
the company can do will bo sufficient to 
meet the demands upon It. 

Millions of dollars aro now being 
si*?nt hi the construction of the Tide¬ 
water roud through Virginia and West 
Virginia and tho South and Western 
r«*n<! through Southwest Virginia. 1‘a-q 
Wnnesseo and Western North Carolina. 
The South and Western company ex¬ 
pects to Spend 630,000,000 before It ever 
realizes a cent In revenue* from its 
project. This company and the Tide¬ 
water company are profiting by the 
experience of railroad builders In the 
past by completing these roads on the 
host possible grades as the work ad¬ 
vances. No treBtllng Is being done ex¬ 
cept over the large *nreniu# where iron 
bridge* ar« to be constructed. Fills 
with culverts are being made at all 
other places.

Does No Harm. 


New York. Jan. 20, 1907.-Moderate 1m 
provement developed In the financial sit 
uatlon during the past week. This was 
due chiefly to easier rates for money, 
and to a natural rally In prices caused 
by short covering. The decline In money 
rates was chiefly owing to liquidation of 
speculative accounts and the influx of 
currency from the interior. Irresponsible 
rumors, also, that Secretary Shaw would 
delay withdrawal of $30.0)0,000 of Govern¬ 
ment funds cow on deposit with the na 
tionai banks served to temporarily re 
iieve monetary' tension. Time money, 
however, remains scarce, particularly tor 
the longer dates; and, In spite of much 
easier conditions In call money. It Is ul 
together premature to look for any ma 
terlsi Improvement tn the monetary sit 
uatlon. Just now the market Is better 
supplied by the release of January dlv 
idend d.sbursement, which have not been 
Invested with the usual freedom. As 
result of this easier tendency, there has 
been a much freer offering of commercial 
paper, the takings of which Imvo been 
largely curtailed xor weeks past by high 
local Interests rates.

A single severe freexe following soft 
weather rarely harms wheat In the 
fields. It may cut the stalks dead to 
the surface of the earth, but It does not 
hurt the vital parts below.

In many 
places there Is snow protection suf¬ 
ficient to withstand the severest cli¬ 
matic test, and where there Is no snow 
the danger will llo in the chances of 
alternate freezing and thawing. 

Markets for the week started strong 
on a world's shipments much smaller 
than had been expected, the quantity 
being about 25,000,000 bushels less than 
weekly requirements. Monday returns 
on northwestern movement were small 
as usual and there seemed at that time 
little chance that the shipments in that 
region would expand during the w’eek 
At the end of the week it was shown 
that Minneapolis stocks shrank about 
150.000 buahels as compared with an 
increase of 771,000 bushels the like 
week a year ago. Duluth stocks In¬ 
creased. but not by 400.000 bushels 
much as & year ago. 

Car shortage complicates and ob¬ 
scures the real situation In the North¬ 
west. but spring wheat authorities are 
saying now that even If the amount of 
wheat estimated by some Is still back 
In the country, It will be out of the 
question now to get It forward during 
this crop year because freight-carry¬ 
ing conditions will not be in shape to 
meet a heavy strain. 

The high tide of bullish feeling was 
reached Wednesday on small domestic 
receipts, unfavorable news from Russia, 
light Argentine shipments, stronger 
foreign markets and the report of sales 
of spot wheat for shipment all-rail to 
the seaboard. The natural Impetus of 
prices was upward the rest of the week, 
out the course of things w as Interfered 
with by speculators, who. content with 
narrow margins of profit, sold their 
lines. The volume of speculative trade 
grew surprisingly, showing how ready 
operators are to respond to new In¬ 
fluences In the market.

ING BACK TO THEIR HOMES. 


CITY TO BE GIVEN CLEANING. 


Wluit is known as th© Ganiard "blind 
tiger" bill that ha* been passed by the 
Senate of th© Indiana Legislature 1* at¬ 
tracting a great deal of attention in Jef¬ 
fersonville and Clark county, where then* 
ha* been a great deal of complaint about 
ur&tcenaed drinking places of different 
kind*. It Is claimed tliat If the measure 
goe* through It will be the death knell 
to the clubs of various kinds that have 
been Incorporated for th© purpn*© of beat¬ 
ing the law. There are several of these 
In Jeffersonville. 

The organisations Incorporate uncW tile 
guise of being gymnasiums and other so¬ 
cial bodies, but the real purpose, it Is 
•old. ia to get drink* on Sundays, holi¬ 
days and during hours when the sale 
of intoxicating Liquor is forbidden. They 
work well and with the saloon* that pay 
a license to sell tightly closed the clubs 
run at unlawtul umita without any at¬ 
tempt to molest them. There Is a club In 
JcftersonvlUe, It Is alleged, that keeps the 
tiont door open on Sunday*, and peoplo 
go in and out freely. 

The Ganiard bill is a wide one In it* 
scope and practically shuts out the sale of 
UiLoxicaUi.g liquor in any rortn only under 
a license granted by th© Board of County 
Commissioners. It does not conflict wltn 
the aid Nicholson law. but strengthens it. 
There is a provision that repeated con¬ 
viction* on me charge of selling, barter¬ 
ing or giving away intoxicating liquors to 
be drunk as a beveruge on the premises 
shall be punished by imprisonment In the 
county Jail tor not less than thirty days. 

It Is also provided that any person can 

5 o before a Mayor, Justice of the f'eaoo, 
udg© of the Circuit or other court and 
make an uflldavtt that he believes Intoxi¬ 
cating liquors are being sold or given 
away at a certain place, and a warrant 
can be Issued for the arrest of the ac¬ 
cused. which will empower an authorized 
officer to raid the place and seise any li¬ 
quors that may bs found In 1L Liquors 
taken from such plane*, It is provided, 
cannot bo taken from the officer by writ 
of replevin.

With a knowledge that 
the law can be fully satisfied In that pe¬ 
riod they come In defiant spirit, unsettled 
In their intention to reform and with no 
purpose in sight but to complete tholr 
term, get their final release and perhaps 
return under a new* conviction within ■ 
few weeks."

COMPANY TO EXTEND LINES TO 
INDIANA TOWNS. 


IRON MILL TO RESUME TO-DAY. 


Within sixty day* the LouisCIlle and 
Northern Railway Company will be run- 
nmg a lino of cars without change from 
Pearl and Market street*. New Albany, to 
Louisville over tb© Kentucky and Indium 
bridge. Several months ago th© company 
acquired the property of tho Daley Uneffi 
including ih© equipment and right of 
way, and hoa a traffic arrangement with 
the Kentucky and Indiana Bridge and 
Railway Company for a terra of years. 
Pearl and Market street* will be the New 
Albany terminal for the system, rind Its 
location there will be a great convenience 
to the pussenger traffic of that city A 
number of Improvement* will be made 
to the line, and while these or© being 
mode, the public will b© subjected to 
some inconvenience, but the people will 
be repaid In the Increased transportation 
facilities which will result. 

The l^oulsvflle and Northern 1* evidently 
In earnest about the proposed lines from 
N«w Albany to Corydon and to French 
Lick Spring*. Last Saturday the com¬ 
pany purchased of J. A »irl«i thirty- 
woven acres of land on the Muoreavill* 
knobs, three mlb*s north of New Albany, 
giving It the key to the entrance to that 
city over t-h© knobs on 1 a 3 per cent, 
grade. By the purchase of this land it 
cffcoluniJy shuts out any competition for 
aii tsisy entrance to New Albany and 
lojulsvllle, a* other lines will be com¬ 
pelled. If road* are built, to select less 
convenient route*. It Is the Intention of 
th© company to begin work on the New 
Albany end of the road at once, and 
construction gong* will b© in operation 
in a few days. Work will begin at the 
terminal of the present street railway 
system in New Albany, and will cross th© 
Mooresvtlle knobs over th© easy grade 
rendered possible by th© purolutse of the 
land mentioned. 

The lino to Corydon will b© constructed 
first and the Intentions are that cars will 
b© running before many months, but 
work wili be pushed on lb© line to 
French Uck Springs, and will be built u* 
far north a* Fredericksburg within a few 
months. A single line wul b© built a* 
for os Galena, eight miles north of New 
Albany, when a line wlU diverge to Oory- 
don. while the other will proceed north¬ 
west to French Lick, th© objective point 
Both road* will traverse a section of th© 
country heretofore unprovided with 
transportation facilities and abounding in 
fertile farm* and a thrifty population, 
with a number of prosperous Nflliag*-* on 
the route.

Out of 138 patient* at the City Hospital 
not one Is suffering from pneumonia, al¬ 
though the temperature during the last 
few days has been marked with many I 
variation*. Many emergency calls have 
been answered. Person* who have been 
driven from their homes by the flood and 
subjected to exposure and hardships 
havo been admitted, but none of them 
ho* been afflicted with pneumonia. From 
this tt evidently can be seen that the 
resident* of this city are following the 
Instruction* of doctor# and are* dressing 
according to the change in temperature 
or else are extraordinarily hardy this 
season. 

The weather certainly ha* done It* best 
to force even the most hardy to take to 
their bed*. Nearly three week* of steady 
downpour has been followed by two or 
three days of warm sunshine, which. In 
Its turn, ha* given way to real winter 
woather. genuine snow und brisk aii 

According to Julius Vogt Superintend¬ 
ent of the City Hospital, the scarcity of 
pneumonia I* most remarkable. "East 
year pneumonia was prevalent, even 
though the condition of the weather was 
not no laid as this year." he naid yester¬ 
day afternoon. *Tt*s true that wo had 
more winter last year, but then the 
mercury was not so fickle and was not 
afflicted with such desire* to take such 
sudden, unexpected Jump# up and down 
as this season. The fli*od. w«• thought, 
would crowd the hospital with pneumonia 
patients, but a* yet none has put In an 
appearance.” 


x stoppage of but on© WocK on 
account of the flood, several of the de¬ 
partment* of the Immense plant of tho 
Ohio Falls Iron Company at New Albany 
will rcaum© work this morning, and the 
welcome note© of th« rolling-mill whistle 
will be heard calling the men to work. 
Other department* W’lU begin Wednes¬ 
day. and before th© close of tho week all 
th* nun will be employed a* usual. Sev¬ 
eral other factories of New Albany will 
begin operations tcwlay. and before the 
week is out every wheel will be turning 
as usual and the more than l.CWU men 
that wer© throw'n out of employment by 
the great flood will be at work.

In many pl«ct* 
and the Board of Commissioner# of Floyd 
county will be compelled at onoe to take 
#t«?p# for It* Immediate repair, as It is 
the principal thoroughfare over which a 
large and lucrative trade reach©* New 
Albany from Harrison county. Should 
tills road not be put in perfect repair at 
once, much of the trade will be diverted 
to Louisville by mean© of a ferry oper¬ 
ated. at Bridgeport, eight mile© below.
